LATTER SUCCUMBED 10 THE VIOLENCE 


Scene Was One of Such Disorder That 
the Cries of “‘Shame’’ Came from 
the Galleries—The Affair 
May Result in Dis- 
solution. 


Viehna, November 24.—The members of 
the lower house of the reichsrath today 
excelled themselves in producing the most 
disgraceful scene yet witnessed in that 
branch of parliament. The turbulence re- 
sulted from a motion that only one of a 
number of similar petitions against the or- 
Ginance making the Czech language co- 
ordinate with the German in Bohemia 
should be read and printed. 

This order of the government has been 
the basis of the many uproarious scenes 
which have been described in these dis- 
patches for a number of weeks past, al- 
though the question of renewing the com- 
pact between Austria and Hungary, pro- 
visionally at least, has been mixed up in 
all the bitter feeling manifested by the Ger- 
man and anti-German elements. 

The members of the left party protested 
UWproarously today against the motion re 
ferred to, stigmatizing it as ‘oppressive 
and jliegal."" Finally the members of the 
lower house became so disorderly that the 
‘president of that body, Dr. Abrahamovics, 
‘Was once more compelled to suspend the 
sitting, and he soon afterwards left the 
house. 

There was wild disorder also when a 
imember fainted as the result of a choking

President Abrahamovics was greeted with 
eries of “Polish scoundrel,” “swindler,” 
“blackguard’’ and “Badini eunuch;” one 
deputy was stabbed in the hand, another 
had his coHNar bone broken, a third received 
a severe scalp wound. 

Count Badini, the premier, with a sneer 
on his face, watched the combat through- 
out. Herr Wolff declared that the wouid 
bring his revolver to the next sitting. 

The departure of President Abrahamovics 
was the signal fcr a scene of the wildest 
disorder. Dr. Wolff, the German nation- 
alist leader, clambcred into the pres‘dent’s 
tribune, seized a heavy bell and swung it 
to and fro, majerially increasing the dis- 
order. The bell, however, was almost im- 
‘mediately wrenched from Dr. Wolff’s hand 
by Deputy Pollock. 

While this incident was in progress, chal- 
,lenges to fight duels and showers of bil- 
lingsgate and other insults were exchanged 
on all sides until the interior of the house 
‘in every way resembled an inferno. 

Fought Fifteen Minutes. 

A number of young Czechs and Poles 
;mnade a rush for the president’s tribune and 
! attempted to tear Dr. Wolff down from the 
‘position wHich he occupied, and then in 
turn were attacked by a number of leftists 
and a disgraceful scrimmage was the re- 
sult. This was only the beginning of the 
fighting. During the preliminary scuffling 
,some of the young Czechs struck Dr. Wolff, 
‘and this caused such an uproar that a 
regular pitched battle with fisticuffs fol- 
‘lowed, lasting for about @ quarter of an 
hour. 

Herr Schoenerer, the leader of a section 
-of the German opposition, caught hold of 
/ and brandished over his head one of the 
minister’s arm chairs, and was evidently 
fabout to hurl it at the heads of his imme- 
diate oppotients when he was seized and 
@isarmed by Herr Hagenhofer. 

By this time the disorder was of such a 
nature that even the public in the galleries 
cried shame upon the fighting, swearing 
and insult-exchanging deputies. A Polish 
member, Herr Polacz, rushed upon another 
member, Herr Pfereche, and was nearly 
strangling him when Pfereche, on the im- 
pulse of the moment, drew a penknife 
‘from his pocket and opened it, but he was 
disarmed by a colleague before any further 
‘harm was done. | 

Herr Pfereche was by that time so ex- 
‘hausted by the choking he had received at 

the hands of Herr Polacz, and was «0 

overcome with excitement, that he fainted, 
still further adding to the sensation. 

- At this moment President Abrahamovics 
returned to the house, but after repeated 
and, vain efforts to quell the disorder, he 
closed the sitting of the house. In doing so 
the president said: 


“In view of the acts of violence which 
have occurred in the house today, I consid- 
er it my duty to close this sitting. Will 
those members who are willing to give me 
the rames of the violent members pleise 
‘come to my office?” . 


Several members of the house accepted 
the invitation of the president, and as a 
result, it is believed that Herren Schoenerer, 
Wolff and Pferoche will be arrested upon 

. the charge of fighting in public.

FORTS ARE NOW HOSPITALS. 


General Blanco Fin’s Much Sickness 
Among His Troops. 

New York, November 24.—A dispatch to 
The Herald from Havéna says that deplor- 
able as the condition of the reconcentardos 
may be, Spain’s first duty is clearly to re- 
lieve the sufferings of her own troops. 
_,When General Blanco, in an interview 
four days after his arrival, stated that he 
would do fils utmost to ‘better the condition 
of the private soldier, hé was sincere, but 
it was impossible for him to realize then 
what the condition of the-soldiers was. To 
learn the truth he must personally inspect 
the country districts. The reports of offi- 
cers are calculated to deceive the captain 
general. All that General Blanco has to 
judge by are the reports from hospitals 


and even these with all attempts at con- | 
cealment, are appalling. In Havana, leav- | 


ing aside the hospitals, the conditions are 
not so bad. But if the captain general were 
to go to the soldiers he would see ill sol- 
diers dying by the wayside and he would 
find many forts that in reality are not 
more than hospitals. 

If this lasts much longer the Spanish 
troops will mutiny, particularly if the re- 
lief is not afforded the reconcentrados. 

Such is the state of affairs in the Span- 
ish army in Cuba that General Pando has 
to contend with. 


WOULD HAVE ENDED IT IN MAY. 


Have Stopped the War. 
Madrid, November 24.—A review of the 


‘ hewspaper situation here shows that ten 


newspapers are hostile to General Weyler, 
while five are in his favor. Of the military 
organs, two support for the former captain 
general of Cuba and one opposes him. 
General Weyler has writteh to a friend 
in Malaga, saying he is prepared to sup- 
port any political leader ‘‘to carry on the 
glorious heritage of Canovas,” adding: 
“If I had been allowed to remain in Cuba 
the war would have been ended in May.” 
Senor Robledo, the former minister of 
justice, and warm friend of General Weyler, 
has convened a meeting of the dissident 
conservatives to take place early in De- 
cember. The programme which this party 
will be asked to adopt is as follows: 
Strenuous defense of the national integ- 
rity and no concessions to a foreign gov- 
ernment nor weakness toward the insur- 
gents; protection for national labor and 


the maintenance of the same tariff in Cuba 
as in Spain. 


DISTILLERY COMBINE IS NO GO. 


Said That Cincinnati Distillers Refused 
To Enter at Last Moment. 

Louisville, Ky., November 24,--It is stated 
in local distilling circles that the prcposed 
scheme of pooling the distillery interests 
of Kentucky is about to fall through. 

As is now thcrvoughly well known, the 
scheme was to form all thea distilleries of 
the state into one vast combine for the 
purpose of regulating output and cutting 
down expenses by reducing operating 
forces. 

The reason now alleged for the failure 
of the project is that the eastern financiers 
were frightened cff because they claimed 
that the Kentucky distillers had listed their 
distilleries at figures far beyond their real 
value. 

Another reason is advanced in the fact 
that several Cincinnati distillers, whose

DR. QUINN’S RESIGNATION IS IN. 


Greek Head of Catholic University 
Will Not Say Why He Quit. 
Washington, November 2%.—Dr. Daniel 
Quinn, at the head of the Greek depart- 
ment of the Catholic university, and one 
of the most eminent Greek scholars in this 

country, has tendered his resignation. 

The resignation is dated the 15th of No- 
vember, is addressed to Mr. Conaty, the 
rector of the university, and is to take 
effect at the end of the present scholastic 
year. Dr. Quinn states, however, that he 
will withdraw immediately if desired by 
the authorities of the university. 

No reason is assigned for this action and 
both Dr. Quinn and Mgr. Conaty refuse to 
make any statement regarding it, but it is 
said that the recent controversy over the 
Schroeder case hastened Dr. Quinn's de- 
termination to resign. 

The matter has been referred to a com- 
mittee of the trustees.

Adherents of Queen Lil Think’ the 
Princess Would Like To Reign. 
Honolulu, November 17, via San Fran- 
cisco, ‘(November 24.—The presence of Prin- 
cess Kaiulani is mot satisfactory to the 
adherents of the deposed queen, as they 
believe the young woman has returned for 


the purpose of starting a boom for gee, 


at the expense of the former queen. 

Kaiulani’s supporters claim that in the 
event of a refusal on the part of congress 
to annex Hawali, she will stand a good 
chance of being placed on the throne under 
a limited -monarchy.

GREEK CRISIS ABOUT ENDED.

Athens, November 24.—The cabinet crisis 
which grew out of the defeat of the gov- 
ernment in the boule on Monday over the 
question of the recent war with Turkey 
is ended for the present.

“The secretary intends to submit this 
report to congress almost identically as it 
was submitted to the cabinet, but with the 
exception that he will make some fur- 
ther recommendations, but these will not 
materially change the plan already an- 
nounced.”’ 


TELLER THINKS IT DOUBTFUL 


Whether the Coming Congress Will 
Have Any Currency Legislation. 
Washington, November 24.—When asked 
today to give his opinion as to the proba- 
bility of legislation affecting the currency 
during the approaching session of congress, 

Senator Teller said: 

“I do not believe there will be any legis- 
lation looking to substitution of bank notes 
for greenbacks and treasury notes, which 
appears to be the favorite method of cur- 
rency reform, so-called, advocated by the 
supporters of the gold standard. I think it 
very doubtful whether the advocates of the 
change can agree upon the details of such 
legislation, and bankers wil] naturally hesi- 
tate to increase the issuei of bank notes 
in sufficient quantity to take the piace of 
the entire volume of greenbacks and tréas- 
ury netes, especially In view of the fact 
that the redemption of bank notes must, to 


satisfy the demands the currency reform- 
ers, be in gold.” ‘ 


Senator Teller said he comsidered it quite 
certain that the president would make some 
recommedation upon the ctiprency problem 
to congress, but he was of: the opinion that 
the.auggestion. would | 
as in his inaugural messgage®,.’and that the 
president would leave thé details to con- 
eress. 

The senator expressed doubt as to wheth-

WARRING WITH EACH OTHER. 


Physicians of Savannah Trying To Get 
Even with Each Other’s Practice. * 
Savannah, Ga., November 24.—(Special.)— 
An interesting discussion has developed in 
the Georgia. Medical Society, composed 
of practically all of the physicians of Sa- 
vannah. Some of the physicians who have 
had no participation in the Savannah hos- 
pital, recently organized the St. James dis- 
pensary to afford treatment to the poor at 
2 cents to all calling there, and medicine 
at cost. 

This has nettled the other physicians in 
the society no little, particularly the fact 
that many of the $2 fees have been cut 
off by the opening of the dispensary.

Columbia, S. C., November 24.—(Special.) 
Governor Ellerbe has declared his candida- 
cy for re-election as governor of the state. 
and in advance of his annual message to 
the general assembly, he has seen fit to 
present his views in regard to the liquor 
question. He also strongly expresses him- 
self in regard to criticisms that had been 
made of his official acts. Tonight he gave 
out an interview. In regard to a state- 
ment in a Charleston paper that he had 
told Newbold not to surrender, the gover- 
nor says: 

“I am getting heartily sick and tired ot 


such dirty flings and insinuations. It seems 
that a gentleman has no protection, but 


has to submit to such slanderous insinu- | 


ations. 


“There seems to be a common under- | 


standing on the part of certain people to 
destroy the dispensary law, and they take 
advantage of all unfortunate occurrences 
to use ‘them against the law. Since I have 
been governor I have tried fearlessly to 
perfo my Official duties, and will #ot 
‘te swerved by idle clamor or senseless crit- 
ecism. 

“The most difficult problem that con- 
fronts us today is that of the liquor traffic. 
The dispensary, I think, is the best solu- 
tion of the question, but as the courts have 
decided that the dispensary is not a police 
regulation, I am in favor of amending the 
law so as to mgke it a police regulation by 
eliminating the profit feature, and, if neces- 
Sary, not sell it as a beverage, but only for 
medicinal and sacramental purposes. 


Will Go on His Record. 


“Those who advocate high license have 
surely not read carefully the decistons of 
the courts, for in the case of Scott vs. Don- 
ald, the court advanced the view that the 
state could prohibit, they could inspect, 
but could do no more. If the dispensary 
is not a police regulation, and the state 
cannot control the liquor under the dis- 
pensary law, it certainly cannot do so un- 
der high dicense. Besides, under a high 
license system it would, in a few months, 
degenerate into the open barrooms. 

‘‘I propose to go before the people on my 
record, and, if necessary, to advocate the 
policy - just outlined. Some of my ene- 
mies have said I might be re-elected be- 
cause ‘of the unwritten law to give a gov- 
ernor two terms. I_want it understood 
that no one need Keep out of the race on 
this account, and I would not have it as 
a mere matter of precedent if my efforts 
did not warrant an indorsement, 

“If I cannot refute the numerous charges 
that have been made against me, and can- 
not’ show to the people that I haWe honest- 
ly and faithfully tried to discharge the du- 
ties oft 
elected.”’

Cruiser Newport Ready To Bear Away 
Nicaragua Commission. 

New York, November 24.—With every- 
thing in readiness, the United States 
cruiser Newport is lying at the Brook’yn 
navy yard awaiting orders to sail with the 
members of the Nicaraguan canal commis- 
sion recently appointed by congress. 

The commission is composed of Rear Ad- 
miral John G. Walker, United States navy, 
as president: Colonel Peter C. Hains, corps 
of engineers. United States army, and Pro- 
fessor Lewis M. Haupt, civil engineer. 
With them will go about fifty surveyors, 
engineers and other employees as members 
of the expedition.

going on in the hotel. And the captain 
was further told that if he did not raid the 
hotel and arrest the gamblers he would 
be reported. 

Captan Jennings is not an officer to be 
threatened into doing his duty, and he very 
plainly told his informant so. 

“If there is a game of cards going on 
in the hotel,” said the captain, “I will ar- 
rest the men.” .

While no specific charges are made, these 
circulars are in a general way a decided 
attack on some’ members of the conference. 

It is not belfevyed that the conference will 
notice the circulars, and several ministers 
are criticising Mr. Timmerman for not 
giving more specific utterances in this cir- 
cular. Mr. Timmerman was seen tonight, 
and asked for names and specific charges. 
He said he had nothing further to say, but 
believed all :the matters would be straight- 
ened out. He had just had a consultation 
with Bishop Galloway, but it is not known 
what passed between them. 

While the conference may not take notice 
of this circular, it nevertheless is causing 
much comment, and may bring about a 
discussion in the conference. 

Mrs. Felton’s Controversy.

WR. NACK 1S BROUGHT BEFORE THEM 


Police Captain Testifies That the Wo- 
man Said She Loved Thorn and 
Would Die for Him. 


New York, November 2#.—The trial of 
Martin Thorn for the murder of, William 
Guldensuppe was continued in the Queens 
county court today. The galleries on each 
side of the court room were mostly occu- 
pied by women, for whom the trial pos- 
sesses an extraordinary attraction. 

A fortnight ago Mrs. Nack created a 
sensation by going on the stand and ac- 
cusing Thorn of having. killed her former 


over, Guidensuppe. Since that time the 


defense has changed its base, afd, as Mr. 
Howe said in court today, the defendant's 
lawyers will now endeavor to _ prove, 
‘through Thorn as the principal witness, 
that Mrs.-Nack herself committed the 
crime. 

The early part of today’s proceedings 
was entirely taken up with evidence to 
prove the corpus delicti. Coroner Tuthill 
during his examination stated that the 
cause of death was a stab wound between 
the fifth and sixth ribs, which penetrated 
the heart. Later in the day the prosecut- 
ing attorneys, through a fellow barber of 
Thorn, connected him with the possession 
of a stiletto; the blade of which was over 
six inches in length. 

The district attorney tried very hard to 
get this witness to testify that Thorn had 
spoken of his relations with Mrs. Nack 
and Guidensuppe, but Lawyer Howe was 
equal to the occasion and the court inva- 
riably sustained his objections. 

Some of the witnesses examined today re- 
side in Woodside, and they told of the vis- 
its of a gayly dressed woman who appéared 
in the vicinity of the cottage with a man 
in light colored clothes on the day of the 
alleged murder, June 25th. They had aiso 
seen a man wearing dark blue ciothes 
about the house and on the day in ques- 
tion he was seen by one witness to go in 
and out of the house frequently. Three of 
them identified Thorn as the man in dark 
clothes and two of them identified photo- 
graphs of Guidensuppe as being represen- 
tations of the.man.who had worn the light 
suit. None of them, however, had seen 
any traces of the latter after he had en- 
tered the cottage on that Friday morning. 

Lawyer Howe requested the court to 
have Mrs. Nack produced in order that she 
might be identified by the witnesses. This 
request brought about a legal argument, 
and finally Mr. Howe was compelied to 
swear out a writ compelling the sheriff to 
produce her. Mrs. Nack was brought into 
coutt after the midday recess, looking 
much paler than when she appeared two 
weeks ago in the same court. 

The morbid curiosity of the majority of 
the spectators was gratified in the after- 
noon session by the production in court: of 
a piece of the bone of one of Guldensuppe’s 
thighs, to which was attached some shreds

He Disd YesterCay After a Painful Illness 
of Three Weeks, 


wis HEALTH HAD BEEN BAD 


story of His Life and the Difficulties 
Which Confronted Him, 


WEVER BID HIS COURAGE LEAVE HIM 


He Had a Great Ambition, but Strug- 
gled Only To Fail—Passed 
Away Peacefully. 


Surrounded by several members of his 
family, Seott Thornton died yesterday af- 
ternoon at 12:30 o’clock at the residence of 
his mother, No. 30 Mays street. 

Though he had been suffering intense pain 
for several weeks, and had lain in bed only 
barely alive and with no hope for recovery, 
he passed away peacefully and retained his 
mental faculties to the very last. 

The illness which ended the life of Scott 
Thornton was but the continuation of the 
ill health with which he had been suffering 
for the past eighteen months. For over a 
year his health had been so poor that he 
was hardly able to go about. 

On one occasion he was sent to the Grady 
hospital for treatment. He remained there 
and grew better, but his restless spirit and 
desire to be active caused him to leave be- 
fore he was strong enough, and in a short 
while he was back again. 

There was the repetition of his first visit 
to the hospital. Under the skillful treat- 
ment of physicians and careful attention of 
nurses, he improved rapidly and fair hopes 
were entertained for his recovery. Again 
he left the place and was barely able to 
walk. 

For a time after this he was seen and 
seemed cheerful, though he expected to die. 
He preferred to die at his home rather than 
at the hospital. Then he was seen no more, 
and yesterday the sad news of his death 
was told all over the city, and his friends 
grieved, 

Scott Thornton’s Life. 

The story of the life of Scott Thornton 
was the pathetic story of a courageous 
man in pursuit of success; his was a .soul 
full of vain ambition, and though many 
ridiculed and others sympathized, still he 
did follow the line he had marked for him- 
self and no reverses, however severe, 
caused him to abandon hope of success. 

The Scott Thornton that Atlanta knew 


- was born in 1865, the son of W. S. Thornton, 


one of the pioneer citizens of Atlanta, 
There were ftve other children in addition to 
him, three boys and two girls. They are, 
Colonel Marcellus E. Thornton, of Hickory, 
N. C.; Cincinnatus Théenton, Jerome Thorn- 


- ton, Mrs. Charles Crenshaw, of Atlanta, 


and Mrs. Mamie Morgan, of Baltimore, all 
of whom sufvive him. 

Seott Thornton came from an excellent 
family, and when quite a young boy dis- 
played wonderful talent, und it was pre- 
dicted that his future would be bright with 
success. 

The one great ambition of his lffe which 
added to its pathos and which was never 
realized, was to bea great tragedian. That 
he had talents in this direction there wa¢ 

~-any doubt. He gave his-~whole life to 
the development of these talents, and no 
amount of ridicule or adverse criticism 
could ever turn him from it. 

His whole life was filled with adverse 
circumstances and difficulties which would 
have cause@ many another man to lose 
courage, but Scott Thornton was not to be 
stopped by any of these. His courage was 
admirable, and smiling at defeat he renew- 
ed his energies and prepared to overcome 
the difficulties standing in his path. 

He was of a modest, retiring disposi- 
tion, and as mild and gentle as a child. 
His nature was very sensitive, and the 
ridicule of which he was the object, 
stung him to the quick, but only to 
Strengthen his determination to win name 
and fame. 

Never a ‘man had more friends than Scott 
Thornton. These were his sympathizers, 
and the encouragement received from them 
buoyed up his spirits and caused him to 
smile at the adverse criticisms of the cold- 
hearted public. : 

His talents were not appreciated, and had 
they been, ‘ there seems no doubt that 
he would have won the success he fought 
so hard to attain, 

The story of his life is well known in At- 
lanta, and the pathos of it needs no re- 
counting. He died a man loved and re- 
spected by many, an@ hundreds of his 
friends grieve at the news of his sad death. 
His death was characteristic of him, since 
he was courageous and brave to the last 
and met his end with the same smile that 
passed over his features when he met de- 
feat. He will be remembered as a man who 
was as true as stee] to his friends, who ac- 
cepted all his reverses with a bow of resig- 
nation, and who died while trying to attain 
a success he well deserved, and bearing ill 
will against no man. 

The Funeral Today. 

The body of Scott Thornton was moved 
yesterday afternoon from the residence of 
his mother to that of his sister, 
Charles Crenshaw, 28 Walnut street. 

The funeral will take place from there 
this afternoon at 1:30 o’clock, and the in- 
terment will be in Oakland cemetery.

He was eccentric, negligent and 
wore long hair. He gloried in inspiration, 
and his inflated soul would seek high 
flights as he trod in stilted buskin.

Constitution the decision of the supreme 
court affirms the decision of the court be- 
low and the next thing on the programme 
is the resentencing of Tom Alien, and then 
the hanging—perhaps. 

’ There is a movement on foot now to fur- 
ther protest against the hanging of the 
murderer. Allen’s case is a peculiar one 
in more ways than one. He is said to have 
been drunk at the time he shot his victim 
and had never seen the man before in his 
life, and it is, therefore, claimed by his 
friends that he could not have had any 
malice aforethought in the killing. He 
claims that he does not know to this day 
whether he killed the man or not. 

Allen has been sentenced four times al- 
ready and this will make the fifth time 
the death penalty will be pronounced on 
him. It is thought that Judge Candler, of 
Atlanta. will be called to pronounce the 
sentence of death upon the prisoner as 
Judge Felton, of this circuit, was his pros- 
ecutor in the former trials of the case, and 
for this reason would be disqualified to 
make the sentence.

The Scale as It Is. 

Two years ago few orcharidists in Georgia 
ever heard of the San Jose scale. No one 
could have told {ft from other scales. 

During the last year it has_ scattered, 
however, to such an extent that the situa- 
tion is very serious. 7 

The San Jose scale comes from Califor- 
nia. It is said to have existed in the San 
Jose valley as early as 1870. At one time 
it was believed to have been introduced 
into this country from Chile, tut si bse- 
quent investigations appear to indicate the 
reverse, and that it was really cart ed to 
Chile from California. Various plz.es have 
been suggested as possible sou-res of its 
origin—the Hawaiian and Otner Pacific 
islands, and even Japan and Australia. 
While it unquestionably exists in all these 
localities, it is not by any :nCans clear 
that either of them can be inade to bear 
the onus of originating it. The cnly well 
established fact in regard to its early his- 
tory is that it was first noticed, vs stated, 
im the Santa Clara region of “alifor7ia. 

In 1880 Professor J. H. Comstock made a 
Btudy of the scale, and with ex:raordinary 
prescience gave it the decidedly suggestive 
Specific name of perniciosus, which it has 
since been proved to have merited only 
too well. 

By 1892 it had spread over the «ntire Pa- 
cific slope, from San Diego to Puget Sound, 
but the Atlantic states and the interior 
were presumed to be uninfested as late 
as 1893, when it was first noticed at Char- 
lottesville, Va., and identified by Professor 
L. O. Howard. Thence it was quickly 
traced to Maryland and New Jersey, and 
shortly afterwards reported from Florida. 
Two promjnent New Jersey nurseries were 
cious agents in its distribution 


and even far into the interior, awnd its in- 
crease has been rapid and steady for the 
past few years in all directions. 

While Howard and Marlatt, in November, 
189, report it in but twenty states, it is 
extremely doubtful if today there is a sin- 
gle state in 'the union that is not more or 
less infested in places—some of them fairly 
alive with it from one end to the other. 


Distribution in Georgia. 


As an indication of the rapidity of its 
spread, Howard and Marlatt mention the 
scale in but four counties in Georgia; the 
writer has located it in twenty-four coun- 
ties, with the probability of its existence in 


as many more. 


In almost every instance the infested lo- 
calities trace the introduction of the pest 
to trees purchased from a well-known 
nursery in Ware county. This nursery, 
like those of Parry and Lovett, in New Jer- 
sey, has been the means of spreading the 
scale, through its shipments, very widely 
throughout south Georgia; but in justice 
to the management, it must be admitted 
that the damage seems to have. been done 
before they were aware of it, and they are 
adopting every precaution to prevent in- 
fested stock being sent out. 

While Ware county appears to be the 
center from which the affection mainly 
radiated in this state, in a few cases the 
scale may be traced to both a Maryland 
and an Alabama nursery, and in one or two 
instances the owners claim that the infested 
trees were purchased from certain other 
dealers within the limits of Georgia. Close 
investigation, however, fails to confirm the 
assertion that any Georgia nursery, other 
than that in Ware county, has been instru- 
mental in spreading the pest, though it is 
of course possible that this may be the 
case. 

Reviewing its dissemination from its main 
we find that the course 
pursued by the scale has been natural and 
logical. It might readily have been pre- 
dicted that the country commercially tribu- 
tary to the infested nursery would have 
been, of course, the first to suffer, even 
when it extended beyond the limits of the 
state. And of this territory naturally the 
most southerly portion or area would, other 
things being even, have propagated the pest 
with the greatest rapidity. And of this 
southerly area, equally as naturally, the 
most important fruit growing communities 
wou'd have been the first attacked and 
have become quite generally infested before 

covery was made. This has been pre- 
ly the state of affairs.

and Mitchell seem to have been cotem- 
porously infested, ang these three counties 
are today fairly alive with the scale. Worth 
county, also a large fruit growing section, 
seems almost as thoroughly infested. It is 
reported from two separate points in Wil- 
cox county and from one each in Irwin, 
Decatur and Thomas. In all of these lo- 
calities, except Liberty county, its exist- 
ence has been personally verified. It has 
also been reported from Glynn, Dougherty 
and Coffce counties; but at the time this 
goes to press the station has not succeeded 
in obtaining specimens, and hence cannot 
comlirm the reports. 

All of these points trace their infestation 
either directly or indirectly to the Ware 
county nursery. Outside of its sphere of 
communication is found another group of 
infested localities in Twiggs, Laurens and 
Wilkinson counties. From these points its 
introduction is referable to an importation 
of trees from-Maryland. 

A third group of localities wlleged to be 
infested is found in northwest Georgia in 
Polk, Paulding, Haralson and Carroll coun- 
ties; but, while its existence is there af- 
firmed by reliable parties, we have not 
been able to prove the fact. In similar man- 
ner it is reported in two places in Harris 
county and in one in Macon county. It is 
probable that it really exists in Harris 
county.

of that extensive fruit growing region are 
wide awake and progressive, and if it had 
ever been introduced would doubtless have 
stamped it out in its incipiency. 

Two other localities, widely removed 
from the other infested districts—Warren 
and McDuffie counties—are also said to 
have the scale, but it yet remains. to be 
proved that this is so. 

In the larger fruit-growing districts where 
the scale exists they are, as a rule, “‘fight- 
ing it tooth and nail.’’ This is especially 
true in Mitchell, Randolph, Worth and Ber- 
rien. All' of the most effective measures 
of treatment have either been tested or are 
now in progress. Berrien county is making 
a gallant fight and all that enterprise and 
intelligence can accomplisi ts there being 
tried to keep down the scale. 


SHARP RAILROAD WORK. 


Two Railroads Actively Watching 


Each Other About a Crossing. 

Anniston, Ala., November 2%4.—(Special.)— 
On last Thursday the Southern Railway 
Company attempted to place a crossing 
over the tracks of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, which would enable the Southern to 
reach the yards of the Anniston Pipe and 
Foundry Company, which for a long time 
they have been unable to do, and the effort 
brought on one of the most exciting little 
railroad fights ever witnessed in this sec- 


tion. 

Soon after the Southern men commenced 
work the switch engine of the Louisville 
and Nashville backed several freight cars 
across the track the Southern men were 
trying to tear up, and with the train came 
ubpout fifteen hands. 

As one side would tear up a rail the other 
side would replace it. 

Next day the fight was renewed and the 
Southern came out victorious and succeed- 
ed in getting its track in the desired place. 

The Louisville and Nashville had been 
charging the Southern $2 for every car 
switched to the pipe works and the South- 
ern became tired of this and tried to lay 
a track of its own, but was enjoined on 
Saturday by the Louisville and Nashville 
from further interfering with the track 
on Thirteenth street. 

It was believed that this legal step on 
the part of the Louisville and Nashville 
would put an end to the matter, and it did 
as to the Thirteenth street crossing. 

The injunction by the Louisvilie and 
Nashville against the Southern was dis- 
soived a few days since, which led the 
Southern to take the step noted. The mem- 
bers of the Southern freight office were 
present to witness the work. Besides 
there were present General Roadmaster D. 
W. Linn, District Roadmaster B. B. Ar- 
wood, District Supervisor H. L. Johnson, 
Detective A. O. Pickard and District Road- 
master J. L. Hunnicut, Hon. F. L. Pettus, 
attorney for the Southern was also on the 
ground, having mrrived late.

farming so far as the cotten crop is con- 
cerned, 

Comniissioner Nesbitt says the farmers 
cannot raise large quantities of cotton at 
5 cents and expect to pay the expenses of 
the farm alone from the sale of the cot- 
ton crop. He tells the farmers they must 
plow deeper and depend mors upon una- 
ture’s bountiful hand and buy tess fertil- 
izers. Instead of devoting all their acres 
to cotton, they should sow other crops 
which will sustain the stock as well as 
brmg in ready cash in the market. 

He warns the farmers of the south of 
the evil results of a burdensome cotton crop 
and advises them to plant fewer acres in 
cotton and to plant more corn, peas and 
Similar rotating crops. He has furnished 
The Constitution with a very interesting 
letter on the subject. He says: 


A Gloomy Prospect. 


The year 1897 is closing in crouds and 
darkness for the farmers. Even those Wuiiu 
have made their provisions at home find it 
a hard matter to realize any profit on cot- 
ton at 5 cents, as that price pareiy covers 
the cost of production. Whiie the man 
who has only cotton with which to wuy 
needed supplies for another year aud to 
pay for those already consumed is ap- 
proaching dangerousiy near to the line 
where success ends and ruin begins. Those 
farmers who have managed to so shape 
their business affairs as to enable them t> 
hold their cottor free from entangiing ob..- 
gations are independent, but tnere are 
thousands of others who have been com- 
pelled by the pressure of obligations con- 
tracted during this and past -years to give 
up their cotton at a ruinously low price. It 
is to this unfortunate class that we would 
offer a few words of advice and sympathy. 

Their nope for 7 or 7%-cent cotton this 
fall seemed practical and was based on 
sound reasoning. The worid’s stock of 
cotton had run very low, there was a much 
smaller surpiue on hand than usual, con- 
sumption was increasing and everything 
pointed to good prices. But their fatal mis- 
take was in calculating on this hope as if 
it were a certainty and upon such a frail 
basis, overloading themselves with a heavy 
cotton crap to the neglect of meat, and 
bread and\other home suppties. Moét of 
the year th have been buying at credit 
prices flour, Nard, meat, corn, oats, hay 
and the numbg¢griess smaller articles of farm 
necessity, besides running family accounts 
for needed, shoes, clothes, etc. Is it any 
wonder that when these things have to be 
paid for in‘eotton wrung from a sufferinz 
soil at 6 cents a pound the farmer loses 
hope? Even a large crop will not stretch 
far enough to cover these accumulated o»- 
ligations, and he is either left hopelessly 
in debt, or is compelled to trench on the 
next year’s short supplies of corn, oats, 
peas, etc., and perhaps to sell cows, hogs 
or mules to eke out the required amoun’‘. 
It takes no caiculation that this plan will! 
reduce him to bankruptcy and if generaliy 
followed a pall black as midnight will set- 
tle over our God-favared land—not on the 
farms only, but over the entire south, for 
what checks the prosperity of the farmers 
touches the nerve center of the entire bu:'- 
ness world. When agriculture languishes 
nations suffer. ! 


Must Learn Economic Values. 


This is a difficult subject to deal with 
and under existing conditions to apply the 
necessary remedies involves careful study 
and thought, and in many cases rudcal 
change in methods which have grown with 
our growth and strengthened with our 
strength. Because we know how to plant 
and cuitivate and market corn and cotton 
we keep on in the same old groove and 
shrink from making any change, even after 
we know that we are working at a luss. 
is so much easier to follow the old 
plan than to take up and follow out new, 
and, as far as our experience g0es, untried 
plans and ideas. But the time has cume 
when it is of vital importance that we 
adopt methods more suited to our changed 
condition. We must study the economic 
values of the various crops which we can 
produce from our different soils and not 
confine our attention to corn and cotton 
aione. We must learn to utilize the here- 
tofore dormant resources of our hard run, 
though not fully appropriated, flelds. In 
other words, we must get out of the well- 
worn ruts and direct our intelligence and 
our energies into more profitab’e channels. 

We must study the resources of our 
farms as we have never done before and

The inexorable pay day 
for the ‘‘advances’’ made by merchants and 
others usually comes before the crop is 
well gathered. It is known ,n New York 
and Liverpool that farmers ‘nust part with 
their cotton to meet great obligations, that 
they are forced to take whatever buyers 
offer, «nd prices ruie accordingly. We can 
get only an approximate idea of the im- 
mense loss to the southern farmers from 
these ‘‘forced sales,’’ but it mounts into the 
millions. The remedy? It is not new, it 
has been reiterated again and again, but 
it is as potent now as ever, and I would 
urge upon farmers with all the force which 
an earnest conviction carries that thev 
adopt it without further delay. Before 
starting out on the work of another year, 
let them resolve to plant largely of all 
2 Ailggecine crops, let them cut their fertilizer 

ills and depend more on the natural re- 
sources of the farm—on stable manure and 
other elements of fertility which accumu- 
late from year to year; on rotating crops 
and on peas and other legumes for still 
further adding to the stores of plant food. 

Let them put the plows in deep andl] ¢p- 
propriate cach year a part of the immense 
store which nature holds in readiness for 
those who seek it, and, lastly, .et them 
not burden themsel¥és with a cotton crop, 
which can but prove 4 Vsanooi ntmenf.

I wantin such caess the 
evidence to go before: a jury and do not 
want the courts to- charge that a man is 
guilty of murder, when he has had such 
provocation The object of my bill is to al- 
low evidence to be heard and to allow 
juries an opportunity to decide, from hear- 
ing the evidence, whether the defendant is 
guilty or not of murder. I do not think 
there is any doubt about the bill being 
passed in the house and becoming a law. 

“The idea that I want more latitude giv- 
en to lynchers is a mistake, as such is not 
my intention and notin any way the pur- 
pose of the bill, There is really nothing in 
the measure to. protect lynchers in any 
way whatever and my only purpose is © 
decide a question by law that I think is 
not being correctly carried out now.

Hot Fight on Auditors. 

At 10 o’clock the special order of the cele- 
rated jury trial bill by Senator Starr 
came up as a special order in the house. 
This bill is intended to take certain legal 
hearings out of the hands of judges and 
auditors and to put them before juries of 
twelve. It provides that al! excepiions of 
fact to the report of an auditor shall be 
tried by a jury. The bill fits such iegal 
cases as are now heard by auditors and 
special masters. These are usvally im- 
portant cases involving thousands of dol- 
lars, represented in perhaps a thousand 
complicated items. They are generally of 
such a mixed and tangled nature as to re- 
quire an expert auditor or special master 
several months and sometimes years to pre- 
pare a correct report. 

The cases are of such a complicated 
character that an expert bookkeeper is re- 
quired to balance off the items and the 
clear impossibility of a jury of twelve Men 
preparing a report on this kind of legal 
complication has always forced judges to

The report was read to a very slim house yesterday, and most of the legislators 
will read it for the first time in The Constitution this morning. It is, in full, as 


follows: 


To the General Assembly—The joint committee of the senate and house appoint- 
ed under the joint resolution approved December 22, 1896, to-wit: ‘‘Be it resolved 
by the house, the senate concurring, That a committee of seven from the house 
Shall be appointed by the speaker, of which he shail be one, five from from the

the specific interest for which said- money is appropriated, and at the same time 
make such recommendation as will provide for the state university in such man- 
ner as becomes the state of Georgia to care for her principal institution of learn- 


ing,’” beg leave to report: 


The Committee on the Spot. 


_ /Phe committee met at Athens, the seat of the state university, on August 4, 
1897, and organized by electing Hon. J. P. Brown chairman and Hon. G. C. Thom- 


as secretary. 


Hon. N. J. Hammond, president, 


and Hon. HH, D. McDaniel and 


A. L.’ Hull, members designated by him, were present as nepresenting the board 
of trustees of the state university. Anentire day and evening were spent in care- 
ful and exhaustive inquiry into the matters covered by the joint resolution under 
authority of which the committee was acting. 

A detail statement, taken from the books. of the treasurer of the university, 
was submitted to the committee of the rece'pts and expenditures of all monies 
received by the university from federal endowments and appropriations, to-wit: the 
land scrip fund, granted by act of congress, approved July 2, 1862, and the annual 
appropriation made by act of congress approved August 30, 189% The ‘“‘“Manual of 
the University,’’ printed in 1899 by authority of the board of trustees, was filed with 
the committee and found to contain copies of th e acts of congress of 1862 and 1890, 


the executive contract made by 


the governor of Georgia, March 30, 1872, with 


. the trustees of the university regarding the establishment and conduct of the 
college provided for by the federal acts; and subsequently legislation of the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia concerning such college. Oral testimony was taken of 
officers of the college and members of the board of trustees with a view to as- 
certain the character of education given in the college and the mode of adminis. 
tration of its funds, of which testima ny stenographic report was made. 

Various pamphlets were also filed with the committee embodying the opinions 
of expert educators and others concerning the legitimate and judicious use of 


the federal funds. The stenographic report of eral testimony. the 


treasurer's 


statement, aigl the pamphlets filed with the committee are attached hereto as 


part of this report. 


As a result of their investigations the committee finds: 


The Whole Issue Summed Up. 


1. As to “the amounts received by the state university from the federal g0ve 
ernment.’” From the treasurer's statement it appears that the university re- 
ceived. as interest on t land scrip fund, for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1897, the sum of $16,654.14" from the United States treasurer, appropriation under 
act of 1890, for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, the sum of $22,000; a total sum 


Of $38,954.14. 


Of this amount it appears there was paid, for support of the North Georgia 
Agricultural college at Dahlonega, as required by the contract entered into by the 
board of trustees, Octgber 2%, 1872, the sum of $2,000; for support of the Georgia 
Industrial School for Colored Youths, at Savannah, was required by act of con- 
gress of 189, the sum of $7,333.33; for support of the State College of Agricult- 


ure and Mechanic Arts at Athens, being a co-ordinate department of 


university, the sum ot $29,620.81.

2. As to whether “this money is being properly applied.’”’ The committee is 
of the opinion that the moneys received by the university fram the federal gov- 
ernment are properly applied in accordance with the requirements of the acts of 
congress and the directions of the state authorities as embodied in the executive 


order of March 30, 1892.

differences of opinion May, of 


course. exist. to some extent in the minds of the committee, but the committee 
recognized that the interests involved are educational interests concerning which 
the opinions of experts in education and in the management of educational insti- 
tutions should be given first consideration, and the committee is convinced that 
the board of trustees and ‘officers of the university are faithful and earnest stu- 
dents and guardians of these interests; are capable and conscientious in promot- 
ing them to the best attainable end; and in the views concerning the administra- 
tion of the land grant college are in accord with the great bulk of those engaged 


in similar work elsewhere. 


The committee are of the opinion that greater importance should be attached 
than heretofore in the curriculum of the College of Agriculture and Mechanical 
Arts to the practical studies in theischool of agriculture, and it is found that the 
board of trustees and officers of the university coincide with this opinion and have 
been prevented hitherto from taking order to that effect because of the lack of 


a proper farm u%on which such practical studies might be conducted. 


It is not per- 


missible for the board of trustees to use, for purchase of a farm, any part of the 


funds received from the federal government, 


from the general assembly of the state.

Suggestions and Recommendations. 


Having thus reported the “results of their investigation,” 


the committee re- 


spectfully offer the following “suggestions and recommendations, such as will, in 
their judgment, best promote the specific interests for which said money (the land- 
grant revenues) is appropriated, and at the same time provide for the State univer- 
sity in such manner as becomes the state of Georgia to care for her principal in- 


stitution of learning.’’ 


There can be no doubt that the location of 


the land-grant college at Athens, as 


an intimate, co-ordinate department-of the State university, is economically, advan- 
tageosly and educationally wise, both for the land-grant college and for the uni- 


versity of the state as a whole. 


With a view to increase the efficiency of the col- 


lege in its work in practical agriculture, the committee have adopted the follow- 

ing resolution, which they recommend be adopted by the general assembly. 
Resolved, That the trustees of the University af Georgia be, and they are, here- 

by authorized to expend not exceeding 10 per cenftum of the amount received by 


this state under the acv of congress, approved July 2, 
land for a farm to be used as a model 


1862, for the purchase of 
farm for practical instruction in agri- 


culture, and that upon such farm the students shall be compensated for their labor 
at such rates and under such regulations as the trustees may prescribe. 

The committee are aware that not infrequently wise and patriotic citizens of the 
state are in doubt whether thé monies appropriated by the general government to 
the peculiar work of the land-grant colleges are being used fn this state in a man- 
ner which will promote the purposes for which such colleges were established. 
We believe that much of this doubt arises from a lack of knowledge on the part 
of the public as to the actual purposes of these colleges, and the character and ex- 


tent of the work done by the one established in Georgia. 


The publication of the 


results of inquiry upon these points, such as have been obtained by the investiga- 
tions of your present committee, would go far toward disseminating desirable infor- 
mation of this character among the people. The committee, therefore, recommend 
that this report, and suitable portions (to be prepared by the committee) of the doc- 
uments and testimony attached hereto be printed in the journal of tke senate and 
of the house, and that five hundred (500) copies for use of the house, and three hun- 
dred (300) copies for use of the senate, be printed in pamphiet form. 


The Rule of th2 Legislature. 


Statutory provisions already exist by which the condition and needs of the 
State university may be’brovght annually to the attention of the general assembly, 


through the report of the board of trustees and the address 


of the chancellor. 


Your committee has no specific recommeniations to offer at this time concerning 


the management or the endowment of the

educational work done at the university to be of a high order and performed by 


competent and devoted men.

As this general assembly has already appropriated a sum

Slaton, of Fulton, opposed the bill on the 
ground of common sense. He said that the 
bill was,one that the common gense alone 
would defeat. because of its apparent im- 
practicability; that a jury of twelve men

Mr. Sla- 
ton said he was an earnest ddvocate of 
jury tfials, he believed that the right of 
trial by jury was one of. the most saered 
privileges possessed by man. But he did 
not believe that any twelve men could be 
gathered together who could pass upon 
the verbal testimony given before the jury 
as well as one good man could pass upon 
the whole volume of written evidence. He 
knew that some cases could not. be tried 
except by a jury; that some legal hearings 
could not have justice fully done them ex- 
cept by twelve men. Hedid not want to 
strike at the sacred right of man to submit 
& Case to a jury of twelve men of his peers, 
but there were certain legal cases that 
could not be passed upon by so bulky a 
body as a jury and he hoped the house 


would defeat the jury bearing bill.

| Non-Resident Insurance 
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TAX ON INSURANCE 
~ COMPANY LOANS? 


The City Tax Committee Considers an 
Important Tax Problem. 


IT MEANS MUCH TO THE CITY 


Companies 
Lend Large Sums of Money Here. 


ORDINANCE ASSESSES A TAX OF 1-4 PER CENT 


If the Companies Are Requited To Pay 
Atlanta’s Treasury Will Be 
Benefited by Thousands. 


Stall the non-resid-nt insurance compa- 
mies which lend mcney-in Atlanta be re- 
quired to pay taxes on the capital co used, 
uncer a section of the city tax ordinance 
designed to reuch such companies? 

This question is before the tax committe> 
of the general counci) and at iirst blush 
the committee stems to be of tHe opinion 
that the Section of the ordinance is defec- 
tive in that the city cannot ccllect taxes 
on money loaned from the home offices of 
the insurance companies in other cities, 
notwithstanding that such loans are nego- 
tiuted through Atlanta agents of the com- 
panies. 

This question is an important one and 
should it be finally dacided that the com- 
panies must pay the rate fixed by tax ordi- 
nance it will mean that thcusands of 
dollars will be collected and put into the 
city treasury if the law is strietly« in- 
forced. The following is the section of the 
ordinance in question: 

“All insurance companies shall pay 1% 
per cent per annum cn all capital eroployed 
in doing a brokerage business, such as dis- 
counting notes, bills, drafts or exchange, or 
lending money.*’ 

It is the last clause of the section which 
is being considered, and the attention of 
the tax committee was called to the rnat- 
ter by Mayor Collier yesterday afternoon. 
the question having been brought to his 
attention by Assistant License Inspector 
George H. Saxe, who asked if he should 
procegd against certain insurance compa- 
nies known to have loaned large sums of 
money in Atlanta this year. The commit- 
tee asked Judge Anderson, city attorney, 
for an opinion, and he stated that it would 
seem that the city cannot collect taxes on 
money loaned from the outside headquar- 
ters of the companies, although the loans 
are negotiated in Atlanta by agents. 

Mr. Saxe has figures showing that one 
company alone has loaned more than $200,000 
to Atlanta parties in recent months. Other 
large amounts have been loaned here, and 
if the tax should be collected a very large 
sum would go into the treasury. 


THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Estimates of the losses by the London 
fire of last Friday were rather slow in 
getting across the water, due of course to 
the delay of the London lusers in firvring 
out where they steod. The American in- 
Surance men nave been waiting with niuch 
curiosity to see how the English companies 
suffered. 

The heaviest losers were the Royal, of 
Liverpool, and the Phoenix Assur ance, $.50,- 
000 each; the Livefpool and  Lon- 
don and Globe, Sun Insurance, Lan- 
cashire and Alliance, of London, $200,000 
each. Below is a list giving the approxi- 
mate amounts of insurance held by the re- 
s prin companies in pounds:

Even the heaviest amounts do not involve 
the companies, because they are very 
strong. It is true that the losses sustained 
by the insurance companies have depressed 
their stocks, but the fire will hardly bank- 
rupt any company umless some of the small 
ones. Underwriters at Loyds and tle Fine 
Arts and General Insurance Compa"ly are 
largely interested. Insurance stocks are 
recovering strergth, but the fire in Mel- 
bourne hit a number of the English com- 
panies, though no figures have yet been 
given out. Insurance shares at a forced 
sale ‘bring absurdly low prices, and the 
bears in these stocks have had an oppor- 
tunity to cover at a handsome profit. 

An advance in rates in the Manchester 
warehouse district is talked of. 

Last week's fire showed the weakness of 
London’s fire departmental system. The 
city has an enormous department, and the 
firemen are well disciplined, but the delay 
in calling out the engines was the first thing 
which struck Americans. There is no elec- 
tric telephone or telegraph system, and the 
fire had been burning twenty or thirty 
minutes before the department was called 
out. The cables stated that the policeman 
who first d.scovered the blaze blew his 
whistle for fifteen minutes or more before 
he was answered. He did not dare to leave 


._ the store which was on fire, the dispatches 


stated. When another policeman arrived 
he was sent to notify. the firemen. In At- 
lanta, or any metropolitan American city, 
some one would have rushed to a fire 
alarm box and turned in the alarm with- 
out waiting for a policeman; or if an officer 
had arrived before the alarm had been 
turned in, he would have run to a corner 
and rung it in himself. As a result, the 
engines would have been playing on the 
flames in less than five minutes from their 
discovery. 

The extent of a fire depends on the head- 
way which the flames get before the water 
is turned on. Im American cities the tire 
alarm system is well nigh perfect, and far 
superior to London’s. 

Another handicap in London is the low 
pressure of the water in the heart of the 
city. water supply is controlled by 
six different corporations. Very often when 
compan.es respond to a call, they fail to 
get water until the man who is Called the 
turnkey of the water company arrives and 
turns the water on. Then the streams are 
smaller than in America. 

One result of the London fire will be to 
discourage the organization of new fire in- 
surance companies both abroad and in the 
United States. The Amefr.can companies 
have been doing so well the past year that 
many new companies were forming. In- 
vestors can get shares in the old establish- 
ed companies at a reasonable figure pow:

PAY ON PARSONAGES | 


This Class of Property Is Not Exempt. 
from Pavement Tax. 

A RIGID RULE HAS BEEN MADE 

Tax Committee Investigates the Ex- 

ST. PHILIP'S LOT TO BE SOLD FOR BUES 


Churches Must Pay All Claims for 
Street Improvement and Taxes 
| on the Parsonages. 


| 


The churches of Atlanta must taxes 
on their parsonage property; they must 
pay street imptovement assessmenta on 
the church property; they must pay for 
sidewalks and sewer connections and must 
bear a part of the city’s burden by paying 
taxes on all property not actually used for 
ebureh buildings. 

This rule has been decided upon by the 
city authorities and members of the gen- 
eral couneil, in compliance with the state 
and city laws anda the constitution of the 
state. There is no other alternative for 
the city to pursue and after full investiga- 
tion and consideration the city marshal 
ard city clerk have been instructed to con- 
tinue the advertising and sale of property 
of the churches on which taxes and street 
improvement assessments have not been 
paid. 

This means that nearly all of the chur-h 
property of the city will become invo!ved 
in the meshes of the law and that very few 
pieces of church property will be kept 
clear of obHgation and to which the 
churches will hold clear titles. Dozens of 
tax fi. fas. are outstanding against the 
churches for taxes on parsonage property 
and dozens of fi. fas. are held by the city 
against the churches for non-payment of 


strcet improvement assessments, such «4s 
for paving. sewers ind sidewalks. a 
Many thousands of dollars are due the 


city bythe churches for these 
taxes and improvements and if col- 
lection should be rigidly inforced 


the city would find itself richer by 
thousands of dollars. As it is the city 
holds deeds to a great deal of church prop- 
erty which has already been sold by the 
city marshal for non-payment of taxes and 
street improvement assessments and should 
the city so desire it could step in and con- 
fiscate the property of many of the 
churches which have failed to pay the dues 
to the city. 

This matter is one of the mgst important 


pending before the city authorities at this 


time and it is far-reaching in Its effects. 
Mayor Collier, City Attorney Anderson, the 
tax assessors and Marshal Hill and Clerk 
Greene and the members of the tax com- 
mittee and other officials and members of 
the general council have made a carful 
investigation of the question and the con- 
clusion of all is that the city cannot legally 
exempt any church from payment of t2xes 
or improvement assessments of any kind 
except taxes on the actual chureh build ng: 
and the lot on which they ure lwcated. All 
Other properties and houses owned by tute 
churches are subject to taxation by direc- 
tion of the state constitution, and this fact 
has stirred the city officials to action, re 
sulting in the decision stated. 


St. Philip’s Will Be Sold. 


Yesterday afternoon the tax commitiee 
decided a case in point and the precedent 
Set will be the rule of the city from tuis 
time. Alderman Dimmock, Alderman 
Hirsch, Aiderman Rice and Alderman 
Woodward, of the committee; Mayor Col- 
lier, Judge Anderson, city aftorney; City 
Clerk Greene and other officiais pa: ti_ipat_a 
in the meeting. 

The question came up on a petition of 
St. Philip’s church requesting that the com- 
mittee direct the city marshal to stop the 
advertisement for sale of the church par- 
sonage property for non-payment of taxes 
and for the sale of other property of the 
church for non-payment of ws3essments, 
such as new paving in front of the prop- 
erty. Bishop Neilson and Attorney R. C. 
Alston, representing the church, argued in 
favor of the petition, but the committee 
concluded that the relief asked for could 
not be granted under the law. it seems 
that the church owes the city rerhaps 
$1,200 or $1,500 for street improvements and 


tax on the parsonage property und the va- 


cant property in the rear of the church. 
This covers a period of several y2ars back. 
Bishop Nelson stateg that the church had 
been burdened with debt and that it had 
been unable to settle with the city as the 
trustees would like to do. Mr. Alston 
spoke from a legal standpoint, siating that 
there could be no use for the city io con- 
tinue to advertise the church property for 
sale at public sale, only further clouding 
the titles to the property. The city could 
not use the church and nobody else would 
buy the property except the church. 
Alderman Hirsch asked if it is not true 
that the church is now suing the city for 
the property on which No. 2 engine house 
is located. Mr. Alston said it is true, and 
he stated that the city has been using the 
property s.nce 1857 for firehouse purposes 
by consent of the church. He said the 
property belongs to the church ang that 
the engine house was erected on it by 
consent of the trustees of the church. 


Hirsch’s Motion Is Adopted. 


Mr. Hirsch suggested that as the church 
is suing the city and attempring to get 
possession of a piece of property held by 
the city for years and years, he could see 
no reason why the city is obligated to fa- 
vor the church. Bes.des, the laws make it 
clearly the duty of the city to collect taxes 
on the parsonage property and for improve- 
ments, and when the question came to a 
vote a motion by Mr. Hirsch that the pe- 
tition be not granted was adopted unani- 
mously. 

The committee then decided that the 
rule shall apply to al other churches and 
the city marshal will be instructed to pro- 
ceed with the sale of all property wh.ch 
is subject to taxation and assessment on 
which the city holds claims. 7 

But it is net iikely that the city will 
forcibly take possession of any church 
property. The city w.ll simply hold deeds 
and title to the property sold and the prop- 
erty will forever, be held subject to the 
will of the city unless the churc.%es pay 
the taxes and assessments due on it. The 
property cannot be sold or transferred by 
the churches until the city’s claims are 
pa'd and deeds cannot be given. The 
churches will have to either pay taxes 
and improvement assessments or let they 
property stand under clouded titles.

the decison of the registrars pronounced | 


in his favor is conclusive of the right of 
such voter to cast his ballot, and that such 
decision is finai and conciusive as to the 
qualification of such voter to vote at elec- 
tions for members of the generai assembly, 
and that such dec.sion cannot be attacked 
in a contest growing out of such election. 

“We submit that the genera] registration 
law creates a special tribunal to determine 
who is entitled to vote for members of the 
general assembly; and that the decisions 
and judgments of this spec.al tribunal are 
conclusive of the right of persons duly reg- 
istered to vote, not only on the day of 
election, but at all times, and im the case 
of a contest. 

‘Inder the registration law the registrars 
act judicially, and their judgments are like 
the judgments of any other tribunal; they 
area tinal and conclusive, unless directly at- 
tacked. The registration law provides that 
no person shali vote unless registered. It 
provides for the opening of voters’ books, 
and requires each person desiring to regis- 
ter to swear that he has paid all taxes 
since the adoption of the constitution of 
1877. It provides that no tax collector shall 
allow any person to sign his name in these 
books unless he is satisfied that he has 
paid all taxes and is otherwise qualified. 


The Matter of Registration. 


“The tax collector, the ordinary and the 
clerk of the superior court of each county 
is required to prepare and file on or be- 
fore July ist of each year, with the regis- 
trars, a complete list of all persons living 
in the county on the preceding January 
who are disqual fied by reason Of non-pay- 
ment of taxes since 1877. In preparing this 
list these officers are required to act upon 
the best evidence obtainable and shall espe- 
cially examine the records of the criminal 
courts, the insolvent tax list, the tax di- 
gest, the tax execution dockets, and tax 
executions. 

‘The registrars then compare the names 
of the voters’ books with the list of dis- 
qualified persons. Names appearing on 
these books and not appearing on the list 
of disqualified voters shall be entered on 
the list of registered voters, unless with- 
held as provided by this act. No name ap- 
pearing on the list of disqualified voters 
shall be registered unless placed on the 
list of registered voters as provided by 
this act. Names appearing on the list on 
these books, and not on the disqualified 
list shall be withheld from the list of reg- 
istered voters, when the county registrars 
are convinced by sufficient proof that such 

erson is not qualified .1o vote. 

” Names apvariag on the qualified list 
shall be entered on the list of registered 
voters when such names appear on the 
voters’ books, and when in addition there- 
to. the registrars are convinced by suffi- 
cient legal proof that such persons are not 
disqualified, or that their disqualifications 
have been removed. The registrars are 
not confined to the evidence furnished by 
the list of disqualified voters, but shall 
have access to the original papers or books 
from which said lists were compiled, may 
hear any competent written evidence or 
oral testimony under oath, concerning the 
disqualification of any persons whose 
names appear in these voters’ books. 

“The registrars may likewise hear any 
competent written evidence or oral testi- 
mony under oath concerning the removal 
of the disqualification of any person whose 
name appears on the list of disqualified 
voters: and for the purpose of determining 
the qualification or disqualification of vot- 
ers, they have the power to require the 
production of books anda papers. 

“These provisions of the registration law 
constitute the board of registrars, a judi- 
cial tribunal. which hears evidence, de- 
cides up@n the qualification or disqualifica- 
tion of voters. and we respectfully submit 
that such judgments are final and conclu- 
sive in a contest of an election at which 
such registered voters cast their ballots. 


Some Technical Objections. 


‘We dissent from the majority of the 
committee when they hold that proof to 
the effect that a person lived in the county 
a given year, and that his name does not 
appear. upon the tax digest for that year, 
is proof sufficient to show that such voter 
is a tax defaulter, and, therefore, d.squali- 
fied to vote. We hold that such proof is 
insufficient to disqualify a voter after he 
has sworn that he has paid his taxes, and 
after he has been duly registered by the 
registrars of his county. 

“This is an effort to prove the disqualifi- 
cation of voters by circumstantial evidence; 
and the majority of the committee hold 
that proof of the residence of the voter in 
the county for a given year, and the ab- 
sence of his hame from the tax digest, 
prove that he is a tax defaulter and dis- 
qualified. The law requires the tax re- 
ceiver to prepare three digests by August 
Ist of each year, and to deposit one with 
the ordinary. one with the comptroller gen- 
eral, and to deliver the other to the tax 
coHector. It then becomes the duty of 
the tax collector to carefully examine this 
tax digest, and to ascertain if there are 
polls, professions or other taxable proper- 
ty which have not been returned for taxa-. 
tion. If he finds such polls, professions or 
other taxable property not on the tax di- 
gest, he shall enter them in his book of 
tax defaulters, assess and collect from them 
double taxes. We insist that this proof 
should go further, and show that the name 
of the voters does not appear upon this 
book of tax defaulters, and that his taxes 
were not assessed and collected by the tax 
collector. 

“In addition to this, cur law exempts 
from poll tax all maimed or wounded con- 
federate soldiers, and ail blind persons who 
dea not own $500 worth of property. We 
submit that the proof shou.d go further 
and skow that the voters attacked do not 
fall within one or the other of these two 
classes. The contestants attacked 122 
voters by this species of proof and the 
committee threw out enough of them to 
seat the contestants. We submit that 
these votes should not have been rejected. 

“The contestants showed that iw per- 
sons voting for the contestants were tax 
defaulters by the production of tax fi. fas. 
against these voters. The contestants 
undertook to show that these voters were 
qualified voters, The contestants intro- 
duced on the last night of the taking of 
their testimony a large number of tax re- 
ceipts in favor of persons voting for them. 
These tax receipts were introduced just 
before they closed their testimony. No 
proof of the genuineness of these rece'pts 
was made. Many of them were in printed 
sheets. had never been torn apart. and 
consequently could never have been de- 
livered to the respective taxpayers. These 
receipts had the printed signatures of the 
tax collector. They were put in evidence 
by the contestants hefore the contestees 
had given notice of their cross-grounds of 
contest, and in anticipation of the proof 
subsequentiv introduced hv the contestees. 


Claim the Right To Vote. 


“These receipts were for taxes due far 
1895, 1894. 1892 and same as far hack as 1888, 
The receipts were for the princinal alone 
of the tax executions introduced bv the 
contestees against the voters. We submit 
that these receipts were insufficient to 
show that the tax fi. fos, introduced hy 
contestees had been naid. F'rst. because 
there was no proof of the genuineness of 
these reretnots: second. because it was not 
shown that these receipts came from the 
possession of the taxpavers: th'rd heravs>

“Tt was done through the 
the giant mind of that brainy man, Rob- 
ert Toombs, because he said it was dan- 
gerous for the system to remain as it, was 
then, ow.ng to the fact that 500,000 sayages 
bad been turned loose in the state, 


Scores Present System. 


“Those conditions do not now exist and 
never can exist again. If the senate will 
pardon the expression, I will say that the 
present system is rotten. Every senator 
in this hall knows of the combinations 
that are now continually made and of the 
trades that every year takes place during 
the sessions of the legislature in wh.ch 
the positions of judgeships are involved. 
Judges and solicitors are commonly seen 
here helping those who have nelped them 
without ever inquiring into the fitness of 
those whom they are seeking to aid. 

“If experience is to be taken for its real 
value, then Georgia shouid profit by her 
own and the experience of other states. 
This, the Empire State of the South, is cne 
of only three electing its judges by the 
legislature. 

“IT have never heard an opponent of this 
bill whe would not adm that if this 
question: was submitted to the people that 
they would approve it. If you tuink th.s, 
then, why don’t you vote for it?’ 

Senator Golightly followed Mr. Hopkins 
‘and vigorousiy seconded his views. He 
maintained that as the people had express- 
ed a desire to elect supreme court jus-~- 
tices, he bel.eved they also wanted the 
power of designating superior court offi- 
clals.. He said that if it was incompecent 
to select the right men, the same claim 
would apply with equal cogency to the 
present system of popular election for the 
pres.dent, the governor and congressmen. 

Senator Stewart, of the twenty-seventh, 
said that the people were certainly enti- 
tied to a choice in this market, and that 
if the senators wanted a second ierm they 
had better act as patriots in this affair, 
and g.ve the people their full pr'vileges. 


Opposition to the Bill. 


The bill encountered as trenchant oppo- 
sition as it had received forceful support. 
Senator Kilpatrick objected to the bill on 
the ground that would prejudice the 
judges and solicitors in the hmpartial dis- 
charge of their duties. He said: 

“Suppose that ths bill should become 
a law and a man of wealth and large fam- 
ily connections was interested in any ¢ase 
in the courts just before an election for 
judges and solicitors, would he not use his 
influence either for or against some can- 
didate? 

“It would be but natural for a judge 
and a solicitor to favor the man who had 
helped them into office. A judge can, by 
using a little ingenu.ty, say a word here 
and a word there and influence a jury in 
returning a verdict. This has been done 
and will continue to be done, but the pas- 
sage of this act will increase it.”’ 

Senator Hopkins then moved that the bill 
be made a spec’al order for the next leg- 
islative day. Senator Battle said that the 
bill had already consumed too much of the 
senate’s time, upon which he became jn- 
vclved in a lively tilt with Mr. Hopkihs, 
after which the latter’s vote was passed 
by a vote of 25 to 15. 

A bill to change the time of superior 
court sessions in the middle circuit, which 
created 9, scrap on the floor a few days 
ago, was then taken up and passed. On 
motion of Senater Flewellen, the house 
bill changing the charter of the town of 
Thomaston to the city of Thomaston was 
passed. 

A joint resolution was then Introduced 
by Senator Turner, providing that after 
aqgjournment at 1 o’clock the senate should 
not meet until Monday morning, and that 
the members should not draw per diem 
for that time. The resolution failed of 
passage. Senator Flewellen believes it 
should be a- misdemeanor for tramps to 
attempt to steal, or steal a ride on freight 
or passenger trains, and introduced a bill 
to this effect. The bill was referred to 
the committee on railroads 

A motion of Senator Starr, adjourning 
the senate until Friday morning at 10 
o’clock, then prevailed.

The new plan to be adopted in this con- 
nection will be a system of complaints and 
errors charged against every man in the | 
postofice. if a complaint is made against 
a carrier, the postmaster or his assistant 
will thoroughly tmvestigate the same, If 
they find the carrier is to blame, they will 
charge it up to him, and when the charges 
reach a certain number, the employee will 
be dispensed with. 

The clerks in the office will be subjected 
to the same system. The new posimaster 
is determined that the mails shall be de- 
livered promptly. He will make personal 
inspections of every department almost 
every day, and if any clerk is caught in 
error the same will be charged up to him. 
When these errors amount to a certain 
number not yet agreed on, the clerk will be 
dismissed. 

“TI want to give the people a good ser- 
vice,’ said Major Smyth yesterday after- 
noon, “and I can’t do it without their help. 
It igs impossible for me to sit here in my 
office, and know how mails are delivered 
unless I get some expression from the peo- 
ple. I,. therefore, earnestly request that 
all residents promptly report any negli- 
gence or impoliteness on the part of car- 
riers. The receivers. of letters should also 
note the postmarks to ascertain when the 
letter was received. For instance, if a 
letter is received at 6 o’clock a. m. and is 
not delivered until the afternoon some 
clerk is at fault and the receiver should re- 
port the same to the postmaster. In this 
way we can give the people of Atlanta an 
exceptionally good mail service.’’ 

Office Will Be Closed Today. 
Thanksgiving will be observed at the 
postoffice today. The office will only ba 
open from 8:30 to 10 o'clock a. m. The only 
full delivery will be in the forenoon. The 
office will be closed after these hours, and

Ac- 
cordingly, the ng, RY of Herring & Co, 
carried coal to the fire engines until 8:30 
p. m., enabling one engine to resume pump- 
ing and making it possible for another to 
keep up steam. Two of the crews of fire 
engines refused the proffers of coal, saying 
it was useless, as they were short of wa- 
ter. 

In spite of this testimony, Sir Eyre Mas- 
sey Shaw, K. C. B., who was chief of the 
metropolitan fire brigade, London, from 
1881 to 1891, is quoted in an interview as 
saying that he has studied the fire depart- 
ments of New York, Chicago, Vienna, 
Berlin and Paris, and he adds:

Men Speak for 
Woman's Suffrage 


Two strong pleas were heard at the Uni- 
tarian church last night for woman's suf- 
frage. A very small buf enthusiastic au- 
dience heard the addresses of Hon. F. H. 


Richardson and Professor J. Colton Lynes, 


in woman’s behalf, 

Both arguments were forcible and eio- 
quent and the audience was attentive nad 
appreciative in its applause. 

Mrs. Mary I. McLendon, president of 
the Woman’s Equal Suffrage League, read 
the 34th Psalm and a prayer was offered. 

Professor J. Colton Lynes was presented 
first. 

He first considered women grammatically 
and spoke of them in all the cases and 
moods and tenses. He then spoke of Wwo- 
man epigrammatically. 

Professor Lynes continued and paid a 
high and eloquent tribute to southern wo- 
men. He then spoke of her. scientifically. 

The cashmere shawl, velvet, satin, silk 
and lace and the discovery of cotton as a 
textile is attributed to women. The cotton 
gin was an invention of a Mrs. Green, of 
Georgia. 

Professor Lynes then took woman wp in- 
tellectually and told some interesting facts. 
He told of how the women in colleges 
where co-education existed outstripped the 
men. 

Hon. F. H. Richardson followed Profes- 
sor Lynes and advanced strong reasons 
why suffrage should be given to woman. 
He said that one should hear more talks 
on the rights of woman. That the com- 
mencement addresses next year would be 
on that line. 

“The objections,’’ he continued, ‘‘to wo- 
man being given suffrage are that she 
should be Kept in her place. I think she 
ought to be kept in her place, but what 
is her place? There never was a woman 
who benefited mankind but she went out 
of her place.

CYRUS BEGS THAT 
HE BE NOT HANGED 


He Tells About His Crime and Why He 
Committed It. | 


HE IS A MODEL PRISONER | 


The Sheriff and Jailer Will Plead for 
Him with the Governor. 


WHAT GYRUS HAS TO SAY OF HIS CASE 


Admites He Commited a Murder, but 
Does Not Think He Should 
Be Hanged. 


“T don’t want to die. I know I killed the 
woman, but I’ve done all I could to place 
myself right with the people and the law, 
and I believe that they ought to send me up , 
for life.’’ | 


Tom Cyrus,the condemned negro murderer, 
was speahing to a reporter of The Constitu- | 
tion, and was explaining .the motive of | 
the crime he committed, and was begging | 
that something be done to save him from | 
the gallows. 

About four or five months ago Cyrus shot | 
and killed Annie Johnsorm about 2 o’clock | 
in the morning. 

Immediate!y after the murder he walked 
into the police barracks with a pistol in his 


son: 

“Tl have killed a woman, and you can lock 
me up.’’ 

Since that time he has made no effort to 
condone his offense, and has meckly await- 
ed the outcome of his trial. 

It was thought that he would be sentenced 
to the penitentiary for life. but the jury 
before whom he was tried gave no recom- 
mendation of mercy, and the judge eee 
tenced him to hang on December 22d. 

Yesterday afternoon a representative of 
The Constitution called at the jail and 
had a tallk with Cyrus. ' 

Jailer Maddox said Cyrus was one of the 
best behaved prisoners he had ever had; 
in fact, so well was the negro trusted that 
the jailer had made a sort of janitor out of 
him and allowed him many privileges. 

When he was asked about his case by the 
reporter Cyrus said: 

“Of course I can’t complain about the 
sentence of the court, for the judge @id only | 
what he had todo. But I don’t want to die. 
I killea Annie in a fit of jealous rage, and 
I was sorry for it as soon as I did it. This 
was how it happened: I had been living 
with Annie for two years, and I had given 
her all the money I made. I bought her a 
fine set of furniture, and there was noth- 
ing she wanted but what I got. On the 
night of the killing I went home and found 
her with another man. I peeped through 
the window blinds and saw the man Kiss 
her. I left the place and returned later 
after the man had gone away. I asked 
Annie about the fellow, and she told me 
I couldn’t help myself. I don’t know when 
or how I shot her. I was awful mad, and 
it was while she was teasing me about the 
man that I drew the pisto!] from my pocket 
and fired. As soon as I saw her fall I 
came to myself and ran to the police sta- 
tion as fast as I could. I knew I had kilied 
a woman without just provocation, and I 
felt that all I could do was to go and make 
a confession. I might have run away and 
escaped justice, but I wished to suffer the 
punishment the law might inflict. If they 
want to hang me, however, they can do it. 
A man has only one time to die, and I will 
brace up and stand it.” 

While Cyrus was talking the jailer came | 
to the cell door and gave him some instruc- | 
tions. : 

“That man Cyrus,”’ said the jailer, “‘is 
the best prisoner I have ever had, and I 
can always trust him. I hope he won't 
be hanged.” 

Yesterday morning the sheriff called at 
the jail and had a talk with the condemned 
negro. The result of this was that the 
sheriff promised to see the governor and 
ask that Cyrus’s sentence be commuted to 
imprisonment for life. 

It is very probable that Cyrus will go to 
the penitentiary. 


JUDGE ANDY’S MATINEE.

The cold wave drove Oscar Baker and 
Carrie Phillips to the railroad yards to pick 
coal which fell from the cars.

Great Long Distance Ran at the Coliseum | 


from 10 to 10 Today. 
RIDERS READY FOR THE TRIAL 


Will Eat Their Thanksgiving Dinners 
as They Spin Around. 


N@ STOP OR REST FOR TWELVE HOURS 


Some of the Notable Riders Who Will 
Enter the Contest of Grit and 
Endurance. 


Today while the people of Atlanta are 
eating their Thanksgiving day turkey ten 
fieet ‘bicycle riders will be pushing their 
wheels arourd the coliseum track with 
their speed set at a twelve hour gait. 

When dinner time comes they will not 
have time to put their legs under a well 
loaded table, for their lower limbs will be 
otherwise engaged in grinding out the miles 
on the coliseum track. What dinner they 


take will be eaten without stopping and 


they will grab it as they dash by tueir 
trainers on the back stretch of the track. 


' Manager Jack Prince will have a large 


turkey on hand for the judges, time 
keepers and scorers and they will eat tur- 


| key and cranberry sauce while they score 


up the miles that the riders make. Lunch, 


‘with beer, will be on hand all day and 


while Prince manages the race he will 
also act as host. 

The race will start this morning at 10 
o’clock and when the pistol is fired for the 
start the following men will line up for 
the contest. Shock, Rieverre, Miller, Re- 
pine, Mankin, Elliott, R. Walthour, J. Wal- 
thour, Mangum and Field. The race is a 
twelve-hour race and will be over at 10 
o’clock tonight. There is no limit set on 
the distance to be covered and there will 
be no pacemakers. A rider can go just as 
he wishes and can get off of the track any 
time he likes. It is not likely, however, 
that any of them will leave the track at 
all, for if they do, when they return they 
will be so far behind that it would be al- 
most impossible for them to catch up 
again with those who had been plugging 
steadily away without a stop. For the 
old long-distance riders who have been at 
this kind of racing all their lives, twelve 
hours without a dismount will not be any 
very great task, but for the young riders 
who are yet untried at this kind of racing, 
it will be a severe test and they will be 
plucky if they hold out until the end is in 
sight. Of the younger riders Repine is 
looked on as the most likely man. He has 
trained hard for the long distance racing 
and is said to be in fine condition for the 
race today. Repine has been in Atlanta for 
a long time now and is well known. He is 
a great favorite and will be the favorite 
in the race today. Russell Walthour is an- 
other rider who will be a favorite in the 
race. He is a splendid man for a long dis- 
tance and will stand a good chance, It will 
be interesting to watch the contest be- 
tween the old riders and the young sprin- 
ters. If the young riders can stay 
up with the old fellows until the 
end they will no doubt win out when the 
sprint comes, as that is their strong point, 
and the long distance men are not much 
on the sprint. Shock, Rieverre and Miller 
will, of course, try to tire the young riders 
out before the end comes and they will 
have to ride hard to do it. It will be a 
contest of endurance and the old riders 
think that it will be too much for the 
young chaps. Shock and Rieverre have been 
working together on the track in practice 
and it is quite I'‘kely that they will ride 
together today and see if they cannot kill 
the other riders out before night. Shock is 
the oldest rider in America and holds many 
world records that have stood for a long 


' time without being equaled. Shock is here 


training for the six-day race in New York 
and he is in fine condition. He looks on the 
race today as part of his training and it 
will be nothing for him to stay on his 
wheel the entire twelve hours. He wins 
most of his races by simply staying on the 
track and plugging away steadily while the 
other riders stop for a while. He rides a 
ninety-two gear and never tires of pushing 
it. Miller, “The Flying Dutchman,” is the 
favorite in today’s race with the racing 
men and they say that he will win with- 
out doubt. Miller is looked on as one of the 
best men in the six-day race in the north 
and there are many who think that he has 
a cinch on the race today. His recent rec- 
ord breaking here has put his stock way 
up and he is being backed against the 
field. But twelve hours is a long time and 
there is many a mile between .the start and 
the finish and there is no telling who will 
stand the strain best and come out first. 
Many pools have been made on the dis- 
tance to be covered and the estimates range 
all the way from 220 miles up to 270 miles. 
Shock and Rieverre say that they will cov- 
er 250 miles and many bets have been made 
that the distance covered will exceed that. 
This kind of a race is new in the south 
end will doubtless draw a large crowd to 
the coliseum. The finish will be exciting 
and the coliseum will be crowded tonight 
at 10 o’clock as it has never been before. 
The admission will be 25 cents all during 
the day and one may stay in the building 
as long as he likes.
